SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The publication is a video recording that includes a feature entitled Stir Of Echoes that 
has a total running time of 95 min 03 sec. The 35mm film version of Stir Of Echoes, 
with a running time of 100 min 05 sec, and the DVD feature entitled Stir Of Echoes, 
with a running time of 99 min 02 sec, have both been classified previously by the 
Office of Film and Literature Classification (Classification Office). In both cases the 
publications were classified objectionable except if the availability of the publication is 
restricted to persons who have attained the age of 16 years and consigned the 
descriptive note "Contains violence, offensive language and sex scenes". The video 
recording appears to be identical to the fore-mentioned publications examined by the 
Classification Office (with the difference in running times apparently accounted for by 
the different running speeds of the different mediums). 

The content of the other components that are contained with the video recording, 
comprising seven trailers and seven notices do not alter the classification of the 
feature. 

The impact of the medium of a video recording is that can be played to a wide number 
of people with access to a VCR and can be easily duplicated. The viewer has a degree 
of control over the content due to the pause and rewind facilities. The high level of 
violence in this publication is likely to have impact on the viewer in this medium. 
However the degree and extent of this violence is not altered by this medium. 

Given these factors it is considered that the above classification and descriptive notice 
should also be assigned to this version. 
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
